1973 Wheat Yields May Be 


Proven, Deadline July 28 


Wheat producers desiring to 
prove farm yields will again be 
required to subm it evidence for 
the 1969-1971 base period before 
prelim inary farm yields are 
determ ined according to Mr. J. 
Noel W eaver, Chairm an of the 
Jones County ASC Committee. 
The certified wheat acreage 
plus failed, pastured or hayed 
wheat credited as wheat (in­ 
cluding that credited as wheat 
for substitution purposes) will 
be used for proven yield pur­ 
poses. 
The producer is required to 
identify all fields 
and sub­ 
divisions on a m ap each of the 
years where 
such 
acreages 
were not viewed or m easured 
by an ASCS Representative. 
Mr. W eaver stated than an 
intention m ust be filed at the 
County ASCS Office not later 
than July 28, 1972 if a producer

Railroad between Stamford and 
Rotan were announced Wed­ 
nesday, July 19, by Paul F. 
Cruikshank, president of Fort 
Worth and Denver Railway,

the 
com pany’s board of directors. 
The purchase 
is subject 
to 
ap p ro v al by the In te rsta te 
Com m erce Commission. 


C ruikshank said th a t the 
d ire c to rs a c te d a fte r con­ 
sideration of a detailed study 
which had indicated that pur­ 
chase of the line in Jones and 


Fisher Counties will be to the 
econom ic ad v a n ta g e of the 
FW&D. Stations on the line 
include Stam ford, Hamlin and 
R otan, and p rincipal com - 
m odoties 
a re 
w allb o ard , 
plaster, cotton and cottonseed 
products. 


The Stamford-Rotan line was 
built in 1906-7 by Texas Central 
Railroad Company, chartered 
in 1892 to take over a portion of 
the lines of the old Houston & 
T exas 
C entral 
R ailro ad , 
originally controlled by Hetty 
Green, said to have been the 
world’s richest woman. 


The Texas Central originally 
extended from Waco to Rotan, 
and 
was 
sold 
to 
Missouri- 
Kansas-Texas Railroad in 1914. 
The Stamford-Rotan 
segm ent 
was purchased in 1969 by Texas 
C entral R ailro ad C om pany, 
which had previously acquired 
the 25-mile portion of the TC 
between Dublin and Gorm an, 
serving the peanut producing 
area of E rath and Comanche 
Counties. The FW&D purchase 
will 
not 
affect 
the 
Dublin- 
Gorman segm ent, known as the 
“ P ean u t L in e’’, w hich will 
continue under Texas Central 
operation

To Have Little Effect On Prices 


President Nixon’s suspension 
of the beef import quotas will 
probably have little effect on 
prices received by cattlemen, 
according to Kirby Clayton, 
Jones County Agent. 
Clayton stated that recent 
research in the Department of 
A gricultural Econom ics and 
Rural Sociology showed that 
imports for the last half of this 
year would have to increase 20 
percent over the first half to 
reduce choice cattle prices a 
penny a pound. Choice steer 
prices were about 38 cents per 
pound in the first week of July. 
The 20 percent increase would 
amount to only one pound of

The greatest effect of the 
imports will be on manufac­ 
turing beef — the kind used in 
hamburgers, hot dogs and other 
processed products, Clayton 
said. Nations such as Australia 
and 
New 
Zealand 
export 
only the lower grades of beef to 
the United States because the U. 
S. normally produces enough 
choice and good grades to meet 
its own domestic demand. 
Also affecting the amount of 
beef to be imported was the 
recent temporary suspension 
of import tarriffs on beef by the 
European Common M arket. 
This suspension, coupled with 
world demand, may limit the 
extra amount of beef the U. S. 
can import this year. 
But prices on beef will 
probably drop anyway, Clayton 
said, because of an expected 
increase in domestically fed 
beef later this year. Research 
from a study by a Texas A & M 
Research group suggests that 
prices to cattlemen may drop as 
much as four cents a pound due 
to an expected IO percent in­ 
crease in cattle production. 
However reduced pork supplies 


or higher personal income could 
counteract part of the drop. 
The increase 
in 
domestic 
supply would result in an ad­ 
ditional five to six pounds of 
beef per person during the next 
six months. 
Clayton noted that prices are 
currently higher 
than 
most 
earlier predictions had ex­ 
pected. Factors such as rising 
demand due to higher incomes 
tim ing of m arketings, and 
unexpected changes in supply 
due to weather or changes in 
technology affected m arket 
prices. 
Their results are based on the 
response of the

to 
quarterly changes in imports 
and domestic production during 
the 1960’s.
